At this tiibject is now before tho Lcgisla 


Jure to bo actotl apoo, and as it is also, owing 
to.tho late lUdclifl1 trial, prominently before 
tho community at this tirao, we feel it our du- 
ty to urge again upon the Logiilaturo and 
upon tho people, the abolition of tfao gallows, 
•which stands as a stumbling block in tho way 
of-tho administration of justice.- 


Wo believe that Imaging has a dcmoroli 


zing, degrading influence on the people,—that 
it lands to cultivate that feeling of revenge, 
and that disregard for tho sacrcdness of hu- 
man lifo, which aro the fruitful causes of the 
•very crime, that this terrible penalty is inten- 
ded to prevent. We regard it as inconsistent 
with tho spirit of an enlightened humanity, 
and wo cannot comidor the idea of society 
tliking an individunl, whatever may have been 
his guilt, and coolly " hanging him by the 
neck till ho is dead," without feelings of the 
greatest horror, and without a conviction that 
the influence upon the public mind is ovil 
rather thnn good. But it is not our object at 
ill!* tinm to urge these considerations. 


Wu are told hy the advocates of death, thai 


vro nro not to bo. governed by our sympathies 
and feelings in this matter, but by tho stornor 
dictates of judgment I—that the death penalty 
is intended to prevent others from Ilio com- 
mission of crimes, and that, from its terrible 
und sovoro nature, it is bettor calculated to 
do this than any other inodo of punishment. 
To this argument, those who advocate its abo- 
lition reply, .that tho very sorority and torri- 
bin'nature of the punishment,. joined with 
tho fact that such great crimes.aru committed 
in secret and.in tho dark, makes a conviction 
for a capital oflunco BO difficult thnl the major- 
ity or guilty offenders go free, and that thus it 
loses its power and does not aot as to strong 
n means of prevention, as would a lass severe 
but. more certain pnnhhmont.- And it h this 
argument which we now wish to urge. 
' We aro told that wo muit not theorize on 
this subject, but must tnko men AS they are,— 
must be governed by facts. And this is what 
vro now wish to do. And is it not a fact—a 
fearful, startling fact I—that, with a law inflict- 
ing death, a cold-blooded, mercenary 'mur- 
derer would, ho turned loose among us, if lie 
wore not confined for some lower offences? 
Wo nay this is a fact, for notwithstanding tho 
verdict of the jury, they themselves believed 
as men, what they denied as Jurors. The 
Court boliovod it,—the bar believed it,—the 
whole community, who have seen tho «vi- 
donce^fcelieTod it,—and we have heard of no 
man, woman or child who did not believe it! 


We aro bound to presume tliat the jury 


acted according to the dictates of their con-, 
sciences. But-wo must say, though they have 
erred on the side of humanity, on the side of 
mercy, yet' they have erred, most fatally 
erred, in'-thoir judgment. 
Wo do not pra- 


poso to urguQ this point. Mr. Ryan did that 
far bettor than wo could do it. With A highly 
commondablo degree of forbearance toward 
the priionor and his witnesses, ho formed an 
iron-linkud chain of argument, which cannot 
bo broken, demonstrating the guilt of defend- 
ant 
And whatever may have been the indi- 


vidual opinions of those jurors as to the right 
or: policy of capital punishment, after they 
bad taken tho oaths they took wbcn they en- 
turcd into thitt box, thoy never should have 
allowed -thoso opinions to influence their ver- 
dict Yet wo cannot resist tho conviction 
that they Imvo dono this—not knowingly, not 
intentionally, but that they have done it Wo

We 
bave gone out of tho usual course in his fa- 
vor, by submitting to tho Court questions 
Unit wore to he asked, before,they wore ask- 
ed of tho witnesses. Ho has no cause to com- 
jiluin, ho has had a fair and impartial trial 
from, the Court and the prosecutor, tho wit- 
nesses and tho jury. We, as prosecutors 
Imvo dona our duty and no more. And nei- 
ther of (ho defendant's counsel can appeal 
to you more solemnly than 1 now appeal to 
you and tell you that if you are not satisfied, 
beyond all reasonable doubt of his guilt, it \t 
your duty, before God and man, to acquit.
